The geographic spread of the 


areas of rabies involvement in 


wildlife. has placed. the urban 
areas of Lewiston~Auburn, Aug- 
usta, Waterville, and possibly’ 
Bangor-Brewer : in the path:of the 
spreading epidemic. The Division: 


of Communicable ‘Disease Con- 


trol announces ‘that the foxes 
carrying the disease have crossed. 
the Kennebec and Andr oscoggin 


Rivers: which previously consti- . 
tuted: a barrier to the spread of 


the: disease, This movement. di- 
rectly threatens some of the 
more. heavily populated areas of 
the state. Residents of these 
areas are warned to have their: 
pets immunized against the ill- 
ness and avoid contact. with 
wild animals under al) cireum- 
stances, 

Lewiston-Auburn held a very 
successful. animal immunization 
clinic under .the sponsorship: of 
the. ‘Androscoggin County SPCA 
in. October, 1967, and: this single 
‘move has: provided..a significant 
margin of protection for the iresi-: 
dents. of these areas and has 
assured many pet owners of the 
safety of their pets. Other. simi- 
lar community sponsored clinics 
have been held in Skowhegan. 
and Livermore Falls, Maine vet- 
erinarians are well versed in the 
immunization procedures neces- 
sary to prevent rabies in animals. 
Recently cases of rabies in fox- 


es have been reported in Bethel, : 


Chesterville, Farmington, Starks, 
Anson and Skowhegan — these 
eases are closer to the cities men- 
tioned than ever before, 

To Set Poison Bait 

To reduce danger in the ine 
volved. areas, the Department of 
Health and Welfare and Inland 
Fisheries and Game will poison 
foxes. The poison haits will be 
handled by trained personnel and 
will be retrieved by April 12 If 
not taken. The Department. is 
concerned, however, that a few 
dogs may be accidently poisoned 
if not confined for this entire 
period March 18 + May 1, The 
areas to he poisoned are two, One 
lies In Franklin, Oxford, and 
Somerset counties, and lies north 
of Norway, and west of Skowhe- 
gan, The other area ds in Penob- 
scot and Arogstook counties and 
lies north of Haynesville and Mo- 
narda, east of Millinocket and 
Fort Kent and south of Connor. In 
addition, the possibility that baits 
may be moved, covered by snow, 
or lost exists —- therefore, area 
owners must. confine their pets 
until May 1 to be sure,
